Clayton. and the officials of the state 
department. Mr. Bailey declared Am- 
bassador Clayton was either incom- 
petent or dishonest, and his remarks 
led to some tart rejoinders. 


Senator Bailer assaulted Senator 


Beveridge lust after the senate had 
adjourned 
from 
executive session. 


The Texas senator approached Mr. 
Bereridge. who was sitting in his seat. 
and said: "Bereridge. I don't want 
to have any trouble with you. but I 
want you to -withdraw those words 
which charge me with making an un- 
warranted attack upon Penfield." 


"1 did not intend to insult you." re- 


plied Senator Beveridge, "and there 
is nothing in my language that you 
could consider offensive."

The rush was so sudden and fierce 
that the chair in Thich Mr. Beveridge 
was sitting was pushed back against 
a desk and the desk was toppled over. 
Before the assault could go any fur- 
Jther. .senators who had been sitting 
near had moved ui> between 
the 


desks. Senator Hansbrough (X. D.) 
seized Senator Bailey by one arm and 
Senator Spooner seized the other. 
The Texas senator is a powerful man 
and it was with great difficulty that 
the two senators were able to drag 
him away from Senator Beveridge. 
and when they succeeded a part of 
the Indianian's neckwear 
and torn away In the ^v^r —-—«*» asp 
of Senator Bailey. Tne"1£ez£3}ib!Was 
led away and refused all proffers to 
effect a reconciliation. Beveridge was 
not harmed. 


During the open session of the jen- 


ate. Mr. Elkias (W. Va-). delivered an 
earnest speech In favor of the annex- 
ation of Cuba, maintaining that. It 
would be In the best interests of both 
countries. Mr. Elklns* remarks drew 
a sharp flre from Mr. Platt (Conn.) 
and Mr. Hanna (O.). who deprecated 
any annexation proposition at this 
time, and urged that the United 
States ought to be sensible of Its obli- 
gations to the civilized world if not 
to Cuba. After a lively colloquy, in 
which General Wood was criticised 
by Inference for using Cuban funds 
to advance the reciprocity propagan- 
da.

Wilson of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists for a general strike 
of the

Pacific machinists. 


Their demaad is for an increase ol 
10 per cent in wages and that the 
company abandon the recently adopt- 
ed piece-work system. The order was 
generally obeyed. Already the cum- 
ber of men at work had been greatly 
depicted by the closing down of shops 
at Omaha, Cheyenne, Wy., Xorth 
Platto. Nob., and Armstrong, Kan., 
and the curtailment of work at a 
number of small shops by the com- 
pany. The machinists, however, in- 
clude as strikers the entire regular 
force of a!l these shops' and have 
begun paying strike benefits to all or 
their members who were already em- 
ployed before the closing down of the 
shops. 
Vice President Wilson said 


these benefits would be paid to nearly 
1.500 men. To this number 200 boiler- 
makers are added, making the total 
number affected 1.700. 


President Kennedy of the local or- 


ganization of boilermakers said that 
there were but three boflermakers at 
work on the entire system. It is ap- 
parent that train and englnemen will 
not be drawn into the strike. Leaders 
of these branches of the service say 
it !s not their fight, and that no 
thought has been given to the ques- 
tion of a symDathetic strike. 


Ten Thousand May Quit. 


Chicago. July 1.—Unless the gen- 


eral managers of the railroads re- 
verse their announced decision In re- 
gard to a new scale of wages. 10,000 
freight handlers will In all probabil- 
ity ouit work in all the railroad ware- 
houses and freigut sheds in Chicago. 
If the freight handlers strike it is 
tighij- probable that other unions trill 
be drawn into the straggle through 
sympathy. Officers of ail the rail- 
roads replied to the demand of the 
freight handlers for more wages. The 
answers were almost uniform, each 
of the companies 
submitting an 


amended scale of wages to go into 
effect after three months. The men 
refused to consider the concessions 
of the railroads, and declare that un- 
less they are granted better terms 
they will quit work. From the rail- 
roads it was learned that all have de- 
termined not to mate any further 
concessions. 


Mitchell's Mission. 


Chicago. July i. — President John 


Mitchell of the United Minr- Workers 
of America held a conference with 
President Russell of the Illinois Mine 
Workers' union and President Reese 
of the Iowa Miners' union. Mr. Mitch- 
ell said 
the conference concerned 


only the miners of Illinois and Iowa 
and had no connection with the strike 
in the anthracite fields of Pennsylva- 
nia. President Mitchell also heid a 
conference with Commissioner Her- 
man Justi of the Illinois Coal Oper- 
ators' association and adjusted sev- 
eral dl£erenc*>s between the Illinois 
operators and miners. Regarding the 
report that a movement had been 
started to settle the anthracite coal 
strike. President Mitchell claimed to 
know nothing.
